To Make Plans Now 
For Peanut Harvest 


By Hugh D. Sexton, 
County Agent 


In the very near future, 
farmers of Coffee County 
will begin to harvest what 
appears to be one of the 
best peanut crops in years. 
To harvest this crop of pea- 
nuts our farmers know that 
it will take the best that is 
in them to do the job. La- 
bor is scarce and certain ma- 
chinery is not available at 
ithe present time. On the 
other hand, farmers know 
that they will sell their pea- 
nuts without the use of a 
marketing card and under 
a one-price program.  Pea- 
nuts will be sold this fall 
basis grade. There will be 
no quota nor excess prices. 

Farmers are advised to 
take advantage of the pe- 
riod, between making the 
crop and harvesting the 
crop, commonly referred to 
as the “lay-by” period, to 
get all the tools, equipment 
and materials which will be 
needed in harvesting pea- 
nuts, in the best shape pos- 
sible. The Agent would ad- 
Vise that particular atten- 
tion be given to the follow- 
ing’: 

1. Repair all plows, culti- 
vators, pickers, hay presses 
and engines that need re- 
pair. Remember that local 
blacksmiths are short of 
help, too, These men will 
have to have time to do the 
work. 

2. Place orders with deal- 
ers for needed repair parts 
—NOW! ; 

3. Place orders with deal- 
ers for nails, bale ties and 
points—NOW ! 

4, Get all stack poles and 
cross arms ready—NOW! 


GiRL BABIES MORE 
LIVABLE THAN BOYS 


Alabama’s girl babies 
have a much better chance 
of surviving their first year 
of life than this State’s boy 
babies.

ANT CONTROL 


The following was 
pared by W. A. Ruffin, 
tension entomologist and 
horticulturist, Alabama Ex- 
tension Service, and is pass- 
ed on here for those who 
may be interested. 

Ants are a serious house- 
hold problem in all parts of 
the state. There are many 
different species of ants and 
nll of them are hard to con- 
trol. The Argentine ant is 
the most common household 
ant. The most satisfactory 
way of controlling this spe- 
cies is by the use of poison- 
cd baits. The bait should 
be pli iced in a water-tight 
container along with a small 
wad of absorbent cotton. 
One or more holes should be 
made in the container with 
a nail. The containers should 
be placed on trees and 
shrubbery around in the 
yard. An effective poisoned 
bait or syrup can be made 
by mixing four ounces of 
sugar and one-half ounce of 
tartar emetic with one quart 
of water.

BIBLE TEAC HINGS ON THE 
COST OF DRINKING 


LESSON TEXT—Deuteronomy 21;18-21; 
Proverbs 23 21; I Corinthians 6:9-11, 
GOLDEN TE XT. Know ye not that the 
unrighteous shall not inherit the kingdom 
of God?—I Corinthians 6:9, 


Billions of dollars—how many we 
cannot say—make up the annual cost 
of liquor ta America in dollars and 
cents. Terrifying as it is, that stu- 
pendous waste is but a drop in the 
bucket compared with the moral and 
spiritual degradation, the sorrow and 
suffering, the poverty and distress, 
Which must be added into our liquor 
bill, 

For it is not only a matter of dol- 
lars, but of blood and tears, or de- 
stroyed usefulness, lost virtue, 
wrecked homes, and so on and on 
and on. We go right on paying the 
bill, allowing ourselves to be misled 
by clever propaganda, and skillfully 
manipulated statistics—or it may be 
our sheer indifference. When will 
America awaken! 

Our lesson faces us with the cost 
of this despicable traffic in the life 
of the individual to the social order, 
and in the light of eternity. 


I. The Personal Cost (Deut, 21: 
18-21). 

Liquor destroys individuals relent- 
lessly, rapidly, and effectively, Have 
we forgotten that fact? 


The passage in Deuteronomy pre- 
sents a drastic remedy for a dread- 
ful situation. Drink and gluttony 
were recognized as the deadly in- 
strument which would bring a boy 
to the place where he was incor- 
rigible, Stubborn, rebellious, and 
disobedient, his parents were to 
bring him to the elders for a final 
judgment. i 

If one thinks the penalty too harsh, 
he must remember that it was estab- 
lished in the early days of Israel 
when it was necessary for God to 
use such drastic remedies to stamp 
out incipient evil. 


It must be remembered that in 
ancient Greece weak children were 
left out to die, and in Rome a father 
could at will put to death even a 
grown up son, 

The point of this scripture for us 
is that a life of debauchery (and it 
can start with just a glass of wine) 
leads to the ultimate destruction of 
life. It is far too high a cost to pay 
for a sinful indulgence. 


Il, The Social Cost (Prov, 23: 
20, 21). 

Drunkenness and gluttony lead to 
poverty and rags. The intemperate 
man cannot keep up with the high 
cost of supplying his growing appe- 
tite. Even as he tries to satisfy its 
insatiable demand, it also renders 
him unfit to earn a living. 

So the vicious circle works its 
way around, and stops not until the 
drunkard totters off in his rags, un- 
less perchance some loved one or 
friend takes care of him. 

Do we not all recall how families 
in our own communities have been 
ruined and become charges upon the 
county or charitable organizations 
because of the destruction wrought 
by a father who was a winebibber. 

Not only does it bring poverty 
upon families, but it reduces able 
and gifted men to shambling wrecks 
and thus deprives society of the 
benefit of their lives and service. 

A present-day illustration is the 
unsolved problem of absenteeism for 
days after pay day in our essential 
industries. Again we say the cost 
is altogether too high; let us get rid 
of this monster before it destroys us! 


Ill, The Eternal Cost (I Cor, 6: 
9-11). ; 

Money lost is serious. Life lost is 
far more serious. But the saddest 
cost of all is the eternal damnation 
of the drinker's soul. 

We quote from Dr. Horace Martin 
these stirring and meaningful words: 
“It is my calm judgment that any 
man who names the name of Christ 
should take an attitude of horror and 
disgust at the liquor traffic and the 
use of liquor as a beverage. There 
are at least three places in the New 
Testament where the Bible says that 
no drunkard shall inherit the king- 
dom of God. 

“If any man takes that statement 
seriously he must think twice be- 
fore he refers to the use of liquor in 
a joking manner, or in any way con- 
dones the use of alcohol as a bev- 
erage” (Lesson Commentary). 

Drunkenness is a foul and sinful 
thing, classed by the apostle Paul 
with the lowest of human vices. Re- 
view the list as it is given in verses 
9 and 10 (and by the way notice the 
other sins mentioned there), and 
place drunkenness in its proper 
classification. 

Call it what it really is—sin, and 
then call on the One who can save 
from sin. You will then be washed 
from your sin, sanctifled, and justi- 
fied in the name of the Lord Jesus 
(v. 11). In Christ there is hope for 
the drunkard. A spiritual revival is 
the real answer to the liquor prob- 
lem. Let us seek to promote it even 
as we at the same time give our- 
selves to an intelligent and construc- 
tive battle against this destructive 
force in the life of our nation,

Hollywood, Calif., 

July 10, 1948, 
Dear Mr. Bryan and 
Fellow Elbians: 

It has been almost nine 
months since I last visited 
the home town, and believe 
I am certainly anx- 
ious to go down once more, 
if only for a few hours.

that has either. Il was very 
lucky to get a suite of rooms 
at the Hollywood Knicker- 
bocker Hotel with a view 
which is much nicer than 
that from a window of my 
suite in New York. Both ov- 
erlook a parking lot—only 
here all the cars have Cali- 
fornia licenses. 

The Knickerbocker Hotel 
lobby is now the social cen- 
ter of Hollywood, not Mary 
Pickford’s home as in the 
past. There you meet all the 
people you said goodbye to 
in New York only a short 
while before. This is the 
movie center of the world— 
everybody is in pictures but 
gets paid for working in ra- 
dio. All of us who sit around 
the lobby telling tourists 
how pictures are made came 
out here on.the same train. 
We lead a wild life—the 
most exciting time comes 
from waiting in line for a 
table in the hotel 
room or some nearby 
taurant. 

There are literally thou- 
sands and thousands of 
beautiful girls here. All are 
kept carefully concealed in 
the Lockheed and North 
American Aviation harems. 
They have wonderful fig- 
ures and healthy lungs—or 
so a guy who claims to have 
seen one—told me. 

All the movie stars look 
like they were dreamed up 
by someone who wants to 
bring vaudeville back. 

I’m a social success here 
—which is judged on the 
basis of the number of times 
you are paged at leading 
restaurants. I have been a 
trifle embarrassed by well- 
meaning friends who overdo 
it and who have messages of 
this nature announced over 
the loudspeaker, ‘Paging 
Mr. Russ.
